Two Egyptian planes overflew 
Israeli positions on the east bank 
of the Suez Canal. yesterday morn- 
ing, and drew anti-aircraft fire, 
the Army spokesman announced. 
A complaint lodged with the U.N. 
cease-fire observers in Jerusalem 
said that the planes — Sukhoi 73 
— violated the cease-fire by enter- 


ing Israel airspace in the soufhern 
Canal sector about 11.35 am.

Yesterday's expulsion order, fol- 
lowed the ouster on Monday of the 
British Air Attache Lt, Col. Hugh 
Harrison and First Secretary George 
Rolieston in connection with the 
emergence of a “spy ring aimed at 
overthrowing the revolutionary re- 
gime” in Iraq. 

The Iraqi move yesterday sparked 
off fears that the Ba’thist regime, 
which took over power in Iraq 
three yeara ago this month, almed 
at reviving the 1969-70 
fever, which resulted in the public 
executions of over 100 persons, in- 
cluding about 15 Jews and a num- 
ber of foreigners.

‘Satchmo’ 
Armstrong 
dead at 71 


NEW YORK (AP). — Louis Arm- 


strong, the satchel-mouthed, eye- 
Tolling one-time waif who learned to 
love the trumpet in a Louisiena 
school and blew and sang his way 
into the hearts of millions the world 
over, died yesterday. He was ΤΊ on 
Sunday. : 

Armstrong spent 10 weeks in 
Beth Israel Hospital after winding 
up a date at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Botel in late February. 

That was'a long way from the 
waifs' home in New Orleans, where 
ἃ 18-year-old boy got his first cor- 
net, He was sent to the home for 
shooting off a revolver on New 
Year's Eve. 

Along the way, “Satchmo” went 
from one-night stands in little towns 
811 across the country to jazz con- 
certs in most of the world’s capitals. 
He made countless recordings, ap- 
peared in many movies and, jately, 
had been a favourite guest on tele- 
vision speciais and talk shows. 

Armstrong won acclaim all his 
Ufe, from kings and savages, from 
intellectual jazz buffs and children 
on the street. He mopped his brow, 
roHed hig eyes, sang in that prow- 
ling voice and — most of all — 
played his horn. 

Daniel Louis Armstrong was born 
on the Fourth of July, 1900, and by 
the time he was five his parents 
had separated and Louis was roam- 
ing the New Orleans streets. After 
the ill-fated New Year celebration 
— sometimes he claimed the gun 
was only loaded with blanks — he 
was sent to the New Orleans Waits’ 
Home. ᾿

The third problem of the status 
of Oman centres round the appll- 
cations of Oman to join the Arab 
League and the United Nations. The 
Sultan of Oman is trying to make 
sure of Arab League membership first 
in the belief that this would make 
it difficult if not impossible for 
the Soviet Union ta veto Oman’s 
entry into the U.N, later on. There 
are .two obstacles in the way of 
Arab League approval, which has to 
be & unanimous vote of the League 
members. One is the opposition of 
South Yemen, which has been sup- 
porting a left-wing Maoist guvrrilla 
rebellion jn the mountains of Dio- 
far in the southern half of the 
Oman Sultanate. This may be got 
round by an agreement that the 
League Council will vote on Oman’s 
entry in the absence of the South 
Yemen representative — there is a 
good precedent for this face-sav- 
ing procedure in the case of South 
Yemen itself. For South Yemen was 
voted into the League in the diplo- 
matic absence of Saudi Arabia 
which did not approve of its entry. 
The other obstacle is ἃ heritage 
from an earlier rebellion in Oman, 
that of the Imam of Oman which 
was supported by Saudi Arabia. The 
Saudis have now withdrawn their 
active support for the Imam and 
are on friendly terms with the new 
Sultan. But to save King Faisal's 
face, Saudi approval of Oman's 
membership of the League needs 
to be preceded by some generous 
act of settlement between the Sul- 
tan and the former rebels. 
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Meeting the New 
Left challenge 


New Left is on a collision 
course with Jewish interests all 
along the line, concludes American 
sociologist Nathan Glazer (whose 
remarks quoted recently in this co- 
Juma on the future of the Amer- 
ican Jewish community aroused 
wide interest) in an article in the 


1.5. monthly periodical ‘“Mid- 
stream” ‘(published by the Herzl 
Institute). 


Mr, Glazer notes the tendency to 
be uncomfortable with the very 
idea of “interests," even though 
they clearly exist. He asks where 
Jewish interests lie, and what can 
pe demanded from Jews — includ- 
ing Jewish youth — in defence of 


them. 

poses three questions 
which must be settled before any 
claim can be made for Jewish in- 
terests. First, considering the vari- 
ed interests of all who are called 
Jews in many countries, classes 
and occupations, how can we speak 
of "Jewish interests"? The second 
question is whether there are truly 
Jewish interests, or only the inte- 
rests of elements among which 
Jews are heavily represented (e.g., 
New York teachers, students in elite 
colleges, businessmen), Third is the 
question whether Jewish interests-- 
or indeed those of any group — 
can be said to harmonize with the 
interests of all men. 

His conclusion is that there are 
Jewish interests in ail three senses 
suggested by these questions — 
and that the thrust of the New 
Left is to oppose them, Although 
lt may appear to some that there 
are no interests binding Jews every- 
where, Glazer suggests that there 
are in fact two such binding interests 
—- the existence of the State of 
Nerael and the decline of anti-Sem- 
itism. 

Argument on Israel 


There is no doubt that Jews, by 
definition, are against anti-Semi- 
tism, but there exists some argu- 
ment about Israel For a jong time 
many Jews tried to make a sharp 
distinction between Jew and Zion- 
ist; this effort has become less and 
less successful, and only.a tiny 
minority now fails to see their in- 
terests as fully bound up with the 
existence of Israel All Jews sguf- 
fered from the Holocaust — and 
realise how much they would suf- 
fer from any further Holocaust if 
Israel should go under. This is a 
primal Jewish interest — but it is 
one to which the New Left in ge- 
neral is opposed or indifferent. 

The political arguments of the 
New Left on the subject have be- 
come fairly well known by now. 
But Glazer feels there is another 
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reason — namely that Arab ir- 
rationality appeals to the New Left 
more than does Israel sobriety; it 
is cloger to their own rhetoric. Is- 
raeli language, on the other hand, 
is closer to the rhetoric of the 
Establishment. “This preference is 
related to the ‘New Left's passion for 
the Apocalypse and the Millennium. 
Israel is in πὸ sense apocalyptic 
or millennial. It is a state like 
other states, with problems of em- 
ployment, minority imtegration, ba- 
lance of payments and the Hke and 
permanent problems of defence — 
in other words, a Dore.” 

He feels also nothing can be ex- 
pected from the New Left on the 
Issue of anti-Semitism. It is not that 
the New Left 1s anti-Semitic; Gla- 
zer writes that he cannot recall 
8. single statement by any New Left 
leader or publication that has at- 
tacked anti-Semitism. It is consider- 
ed a non-issue, One reason is legi- 
timate: it is not much of an issue 
or threat at this time. But this 
is precisely because of the vigi- 
Tance of those who find it abhor- 
rent and are prepared to fight #, 
Blazer says. Moreover, the New Left 
does not other critising those 
who do use anti-Semitism. 

The second chief class of Jew- 
ish interests is that in which Jews 
are disproportionately represented. 
And this happens to be the very 
role of which the New Left dis- 
approves and which it wishes to 
reduce. It attacks civil service bu- 
reaucracies, and the principles of 
merit an@ non-discrimination on 
which they are based. It attacks 
Scholastic bases for entry into οοὶ- 
lege. It attacks the role and autho- 
rity of professors as weil as teach- 
ers. It. igs critica! of ΔῊ private 
business and of its allied institu- 
tional complex — lawyers, stock- 
brokers, etc. — where Jews are so 
prominent. The kind of soclety it 
‘advocates has no place for occu- 
pations in which Jews now tend 
to cluster. (The precedent of Cuba 
is instructive — the vast majority 
of the Jews had to leave because 
there was πὸ place for them eco- 
nomicaHy in the new social struc- 
ture.) 

Finally, he writes about the rela- 
tionship between Jewish and uni- 
versal interests. Jews, ifke 811 men,

Day War. 
‘Of the 30,000 Jews who lived in 
Poland before June, 1967 — many 
of them staunch Commanists — 
only 6,000 are left. These are main- 
ly people old or infirm; mixed 
couples of whom the Christian part- 
ners did not with to go to Israel; 
and several hundred Jews whom 
the authorities are not permitting 
to go to Israel.

Growing challenge

Brickner attacks both these 
myths. He feels that Jewish youth | 
ought to see how they are being 
used by a minority of Black ra- 
elsts who, in the final analysis, 
will cast them aside once they 
are no longer useful to the cause 
of Black nationalism and the es- 
tablishment of the Black self-image.

T ἃ food research centre near 
London, commercial production 
ig about to begin for the first time 
in the world of microbial protein- 
simulated meat made from fermen- 

ted suger and potatoes. 

‘Despite all this century's techno- 
logical advance, scientists have done 
μεθ with food other than play 
around with the raw material that 
vature hag given us. We can fine- 
§rind coffee and freeze peas, We 
can dehydrate potatoes and hydrate 
beef broth. 

Scientists at High Wycombe, a 
iniddle-clasa commuter town 30 
miles west of London, are also play- 
ing around with food. The end re- 
sult of their games may be the 
most exciting breakthrough In the 
long history of the attempt to syz- 
thesise human food. 

Director of research Dr, Arnold

at producing protein but 
cheap at producing carbohydrate.” 
The project alms to make protein 
out of the carbohydrate-rich foods, 
sugar and potatoes. And from this 
protein it aims to make meat.

During the ‘sixties much pro- 
gress was made in production of 
simulated meat from protein rich 
natural substances such ag soya 
beans and wheat gluten, particu- 
larly in the U.S. and Japan. Exper- 
iments have also been going on 
in Israel. 


GOOD BALANCE 


Soya beans proved most useful. 
Their proteing contain a good ba- 
lance of the ten essential amino 
acids, the B vitaming and the ne- 
cesgary minerals. 

In the U.S., consumption of soya 
bean “mest” nearly doubled in the 
two years to 1969 to 50 million 185.--- 
about one-tenth of one per cent of 
total U.S. meat consimption. In Ja- 
pan, where soya beang and wheat 
giuten are used as the base, simu- 
jated meat consumption increased 
by more than 50 per cent in 1969, 

However, . in most 
of the simulated meat was imported 
from the U.S. — the novelty of the 
new food las apparently worn off 
and consumption has slumped. 

Soya bean or gluten “meat"’ pos- 
sesses some basic drawbacks. It

duction. It lacks palate appeal, 50 
its use 15 normally confined to such 
things as stews, hamburgers and 
meat loaves where flavour can be 
disguised by cooking or blending.

The real scientific challenge 
was to produce the protein itself 
from a cheap and readily available 
natural substance. More than five 
years ago the Rank McDougall 
Hovis research centre at High Wy- 
ecombe, Bucka., set itself this task, 
and was prepared to be patient. 

‘The centre is possibly the finest 
food research institute in the world, 
with a staff of over 400. Its parent 
company, & world food processing 
giant, has an annual turnaver of 


£450 million and a staff of 70,000. 


The breakthrough came quickly. 
The evaluation must take time. 
Today at the Rank centre 100 Ibs. 
of fungal protein is belng produced 
each week by the fermentation of 
potatoes and sugar. 

PILOT PLANT 

In July, Queen Elizabeth, the 
Queen Mother, will open the world’s 
firat microbial protein commercial 
pilot plant. Its initial productive 
capacity will be three tons a week, 
doubling that amount within 18 
‘months. The product has been tes- 
ted on animals; now it must be 
evaluated by human beings, 

Extravagant claims made for mi- 
croblal protein must now be put to 
the test. Professor Spicer believes 
this will take about 18 months and 
then, all belng well, by the end of 
1972 the company will move into 
e fully commercial operation of 600 
tons a week. 

Professor Spicer says this meat 
has, potentially, three advantages 
over soya bean meat:

HE Israel Youth Hostel Associa-

worth the cost’

HAIFA, — The question of whether 
doctoral degrees are useful for 
mechanical engineers, was discussed 
at the fifth annual Conference on 


fael, the Armaments Development 
Authority, Dr. Boaz Popper, and Mr. 
Dan Rogel, argued that the degrees 
were not worth the 150,000 that 
are invested in their achievement, 
from the point of view of the plant 
in which the enginest works and 
the country. 

They noted that today, virtually 
811 achievements in new mechanical 
developments are the result of team- 
work, by personnel of all grades, 
and not by a few “egghead” spe- 
clalists, 

Furthermore, the doctoral candi- 
date spends three of the most pro- 
ductive years of his life in speciaiised- 
research in ἃ very narrow field, 
mostly of an abstract nature that 
will be of little use to him in 
study. 


‘Whi le they agreed that “doctors” 
are necessary for institutes of higher

The Knesset yesterday took up, 
on the first reading, an amendment 
to the Higher Education Council 
Law, giving the Government great- 
er control over the establishment of 
new academic institutions, 

Education Minister Yigal Allon, 
introducing the amendment, sald 
that almost every town, regional 
council and local council in the 
country now has ambitions of open- 
ing some college of its awn. The 
ambition is laudable in itself, he 
said, but a minimum of order, plan- 
ning and control 19 essential: to as- 
sure the efficient utilization of re- 
sources and prevent duplication. 

Under the amendment, the High- 
er Education Council would have to 
give its approval directly before 
anyone could open an institution of 
post-secondary education. At pre- 
sent, such institutions have to ap- 
ply to the Ministry of Education 
for a permit. 

The initial permit would be given 
by the Council for a_ three-year 
trial period, after which the insti- 
tution could be awarded “recogni- 
tion,” or the permit could be ex- 
tended for a further period. 

The amendment would make ft a 
criminal offence to open an institu- 
tion without a permit, and would 
fix a IL10,000 fine.
